BERLIN (UPP—East German 
border guards, apparently 
im­ 
pressed by a dramatic U.S. mili­ 
tary enforcement of W e s t e r n 
travel rights, waved American 
automobiles through Berlin cross­ 
ing points without ceremony to­ 
day. 
West Berlin police said, how­ 
ever, that American soldiers had

Swedish and French detection alations reported to­ 
day that the Russians had exploded * gigantic nuclear 
device in the Arctic which “probably” was Soviet Prem­ 
ier Nikita Khrushchev’s promised 50-megaton bomb. 
There was no immediate confirmation from the UA 
Atomic Energy Commission. On the basis of prelimin­ 
ary reports, U.S. officials said they were skeptical tfais 
actually was Khrushchev’s 50-megaton weapon. 
Reports of the blast came first from Sweden’s Up­ 
psala University seismological institution and then from 
the French Atomic Energy Agency. Berth have record­ 
ed and announced previous Soviet nuclear explosions in 
the current series. 


The Uppsala institution recorded the explosion at 
4:35 a.m. EDT. It was set off in the Russian's Artic 
testing zone at Novaya Zemlya. 
Probably SO Megatons 
Markus Booth, a spokesman for the institution, said 
“it seems probably that this explosion was caused by the 
50-megaton bomb which Khrushchev reported would be 
detonated soon.” Today’s blast was a “very, very 
powerful” explosion which was “probably of the 50- 
megaton size.” 


The French spokesman said his statement was 
based on first information obtained through seismologi­ 
cal and acoustic instruments. He said they showed the 
test took place in the atmosphere where it would pro­ 
duce heavy radioactive fallout.

At the same time, the Nobel) 
Peace Prize committee awarded 
its previously vacant 1960 award 
to South Africa'* Albert LuthuU, 
the native nationalist leader 
Hammarskjold was killed along 
with 15 Other persons in a plane 
crash in Ndoia, Northearn Rho­ 
desia, last Sept. 1$ while on a 
peace mission to The Congo.

TNT. 
This would be the biggest ex­ 
plosion ever produced by man. It 
would not equal in energy many 
of nature’s performances sudi as 
giant hurricanes, giant volcanic 
eruptions, or giant earthquakes. 
But it would unleash more than 
three times as much violence as 
the most powerful nuclear weapon 
known to have been tested to 
date. And it would set loose more 
than 2,500 times the energy re­ 
leased by the atomic bomb that 
destroyed Hiroshima in World 
War II. 
The scientists’ conclusions as to 
the 50-megaton bomb’s space ef­ 
fects were based on an assump­ 
tion the explosion would be set 
off at an altitude of IOO miles. 
At that height, in the absence 
of an impeding atmosphere, it 
woukl lose most of its fantastic 
energy quickly not a.s air blast 
but in the form of heat, light, 
ultravidet, ‘‘soft’* X-ray, gamma, 
and neutrtMi radiation. 
Ihis one bomb may well pro­ 
duce a third as much radioactive 
detiris as all the nuclear devices 
exfrioded by all the nuclear pow­ 
ers so far. 
Exploded on the ground such a 
weapon would blast out a crater 
a mile and a half wide and 400 
feet deep. 
Depending on winds, it could 
contaminate a region of 20,000 
square miles with killing amounts 
of radioactivity. As an air burst 
it could inflict skin bums and 
start fires as far away as 50 
miles. 
In space the effects would be 
of a different land. Tile calcula­ 
tions concerning the 50-m^aton 
.space shot’s effect on radio and 
radar were made by Dr. Alvin 
G McNish of the National Bu­ 
reau of Standards. McNish is an 
aubgirity on the effects of high 
altitude nuclear explosions. 
DUturbaaeeii 
Electrons and other charged 
particles efnitted by the explosion 
wwld itecome trapped in the lines 
of force of the earth's magnrtic 
field. Like particles spewed into 
space by solar flares, they would 
create disturbances in the field.
